They  prefer  a heavy  soil  and 
should  not  be  planted  deep,  particularly  the  rhi- 
zomatus  varieties.  They  require  good  drainage, 
and  the  Pogoniris  or  Bearded  do  not  require  as 
much  moisture  as  most  of  the  Apogon  or  Beard- 
less. A location  where  they  receive  the  morning 
or  afternoon  sun  is  preferable  in  Southern  Cali- 
fornia. Under  wide  spreading  trees  is  an  ideal 
location  for  many  varieties.

BEARDED  IRISES 

As  our  Bearded  Irises,  and  most  of  the  Beard- 
less, bloom  early,  they  begin  to  form  new  roots 
in  July,  so  that  better  results  can  be  obtained 
by  early  planting.  Bo  not  wait  until  Spring  to 
plant  your  Iris  and  then  expect  them  to  bloom 
in  a few  weeks.  Summer  or  early  Fall  is  the 
best  planting  time. 

To  our  Eastern  customers  we  would  say,  this  is 
the  only  time  to  plant  most  of  our  stock,  as  it 
is  too  far  advanced  by  the  time  conditions  suit- 
able for  planting  in  the  colder  climates  where 
spring  planting  is  done  in  March  and  April,  and 
even  May.  Our  Iris  season  is  long.  Some  of 
the  Bearded  Irises  bloom  in  March  and  most  of 
them  in  April,  the  height  of  the  blooming  sea- 
son being  the  latter  part  of  April  or  first  of  May, 
depending  upon  the  season.  In  some  locations, 
particularly  in  the  foot-hills,  they  are  some  two 
weeks  earlier. 

The  letter  " S ” represents  the  three  upright  petals 
or  standards,  and  "F”  the  three  lower  petals  or 
falls  in  the  following  listed  varieties.

We  have  not  had  sufficient  encouragement  to  carry 
heavy  stock  in  any  of  these  species  or  varieties,  and 
some  are  entirely  depleted,  as  owing  to  the  war  we 
have  not  been  able  to  replenish  some  of  them.  As 
the  recent  embargo  placed  on  importing  Irises  goes 
into  effect  June  1st,  we  cannot  do  so  this  year,  so 
we  kindly  ask  that  you  do  not  order  any  of  the  species 
or  varieties  included  in  these  Sections,  as  we  cannot 
make  any  exceptions. 
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Where  is  Moneta? 

It  is  a thirty-five  minute  ride  from  the  Pacific 
Electric  Depot  at  Sixth  and  Main  streets,  Eos 
Angeles,  on  the  Redondo  Beach  via  Gardena 
Eine  to  Broadacres.  Iris  Gardens  located  two 
blocks  north  on  Connecticut  Street.
